Earl  Leggett  is  a  1955  Hinds  alumnus  and  charter  member  of  both  the  Hinds  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  (1985)  and  the  Mississippi  Community  &  Junior  College  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  (2007).  He  passed  away  on  May  15, 2008. 

"Earl  Leggett  brought  great  positive  recognition  to  the  college  through  his  outstanding  career  in  football,  playing  and  coaching,"  said  HCC  President  Dr.  Clyde  Muse.  "He  was  a  great  individual  and  a  great  supporter  of 

Hinds  all  of  his  life.  He  came  here  as  a  student  with  very  few  resources  and  when  he  left  here  he  went  to  many  places.  But  he  always  said  this  was  where  he  wanted  to  come  back  to  and  retire.  He  even  served  on  our 

Development  Foundation  board  after  he  retired  so  you  can  see  what  this  college  meant  to  him.  I  wish  he  could  be  here  to  receive  this  well-deserved  honor;  but  we  are  just  glad  that  we  can  honor  him  and  his  legacy  this 

way,"  Muse  said.  Earl  Leggett  was  recruited  from  Robert  E.  Lee  High  School  in  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  by  Eagle  recruiter  and  coach  Joe  Renfroe.  He  left  his  Jacksonville  home  at  age  16  and  played  Eagle  football  for  four  years 

-  two  years  of  high  school  at  Raymond  and  two  years  at  Hinds  Junior  College.  He  was  selected  an  Ail-American  tackle  on  offense  and  defense  and  co-captained  the  undefeated  1954  team  that  won  the  national 

championship  at  the  Junior  Rose  Bowl  in  Pasadena,  Calif.  While  at  Hinds,  he  met  the  woman  he  was  to  share  his  life  with,  Bobbie  Wroten,  who  enrolled  at  HJC  in  1953.  Earl  later  graduated  from  Louisiana  State 

University,  and  Bobbie  from  Mississippi  College.  At  LSU,  he  was  first  team  All  Southeastern  Conference,  All  South  and  All  American.  He  played  for  the  College  All  Stars  against  the  National  Football  League  champion 

New  York  Giants  in  the  Chicago  All  Star  game  in  1957. His  professional  football  career  was  long  and  varied,  beginning  when  he  was  drafted  by  the  Chicago  Bears  in  the  first  round  of  the  1957  draft.  After  nine  years,  he 

went  with  the  Los  Angeles  Rams  and  then  played  two  seasons  for  the  New  Orleans  Saints  before  being  sidelined  with  injuries.  All  told,  he  played  in  132  NFL  games  over  12  seasons. 

His  coaching  career  began  at  Hinds  in  1970.  He  also  coached  at  Nichols  State  University  and  Texas  Christian  University.  Leggett  s  coaching  career  in  professional  football  began  in  1974.  He  chalked  up  many 

championships  and  trips  to  the  Super  Bowl.  Much  of  that  career  was  with  the  Oakland/Los  Angeles  Raiders,  where  he  coached  for  a  total  of  15  years.  He  led  the  team  to  two  Super  Bowl  wins:  Super  Bowl  XV  (1981) 

and  Super  Bowl  XVIII  (1984).  He  led  the  Denver  Broncos  to  Super  Bowl  XXIV  (1990)  in  a  two-year  stint.  He  also  coached  for  the  New  York  Giants  and  the  Washington  Redskins,  retiring  from  that  team  in  2000  and 

returning  to  Raymond.  Throughout  Earls  football  career  he  was  recognized  in  numerous  venues:  Mississippi  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  (2002),  Jacksonville  Florida  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  (1986),  National  Junior  College  Athletic 

Association  Hall  of  Fame  (1996),  Number  35  of  Florida's  Top  100  Athletes  of  the  Century  (2000),  and  Honorary  Guest  Captain  at  LSU  (2002).  "One  of  Earl's  proudest  moments  was  when  he  had  the  honor  of  inducting 

one  of  his  former  players,  Howie  Long,  into  the  National  Football  Hall  of  Fame  in  2000, "  said  Bobbie  Leggett.  During  that  induction,  Long  paid  tribute  to  his  former  coach.  "Earl  Leggett  was  tough,  hard-headed  and 

unrelenting,"  Long  said.  "An  Earl  Leggett  training  camp  was  a  lot  like  climbing  Mount  Everest  in  the  1920s  without  oxygen.  Our  defensive  line  was  the  best  prepared  grnup  in  football.  At  the  time,  it  never  occurred  to  me 

that  lessons  I  learned  under  him  would  serve  me  well  not  only  in  football,  but  also  in  life."  As  the  Leggetts  were  moving  around  the  NFL  and  raising  their  four  children,  the  children  married  and  made  their  homes  in  different 

areas  of  the  United  States:  sons,  Earl  Jr.  in  Dove  Canyon,  Calif.,  Brad  in  Atlanta  and  daughters,  Dana  Sorino  in  Sacramento,  Calif.,  and  Celi  Leggett  in  Aurora,  Colo. 
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^fumni  Service 


Having  dedicated  her  entire  life  to  serving  others  through  education,  Vashti  Muse  has  impacted  in  a  very  positive  way  all  of  the  communities  of  which  she  has  been  a  part.  Hinds  became  the  major  benefactor  of  her  service  when 

her  husband,  Dr.  Clyde  Muse,  became  president  of  Hinds  Community  College  in  1978.  As  the  wife  of  the  college  president,  her  duties  are  many  and  varied,  including  serving  as  the  college's  official  hostess  and  working  on 
numerous  college  committees.  "Vashti  is  my  wife  of  56  years,  so  who  better  than  I  to  know  of  her  service  and  sacrifice  to  the  college,"  said  Dr.  Muse.  "I  know  of  no  other  person  who  has  provided  more  unselfish  sen/ice  to  the 
college,  including  the  six  years  during  which  she  taught  with  no  financial  compensation.  Not  only  that,  but  she  has  stood  beside  me  and  helped  me  in  every  way  possible  as  she  has  served  as  first  lady.  Whether  it's  to  go 
somewhere  or  to  have  a  function  at  the  house  -  she  has  always  done  that  and  I've  appreciated  it  very  much.  You  can  look  at  the  things  she  has  done  and  you  have  no  trouble  seeing  that  this  is  a  well-deserved  honor." 
A  former  public  elementary  school  teacher  (1961-1978,  Starkville,  Hinds  County  and  Meridian)  with  marked  success  as  an  innovator  in  the  area  of  basic  reading  programs,  Vashti  Muse  in  1980  became  a  member  of  the  college 
reading  faculty.  In  that  capacity  she  served  students  who  enrolled  with  deficiencies  in  basic  reading  skills.  She  took  on  the  added  role  of  mentor  as  she  tutored  students  to  improve  vocabulary,  spelling,  reading  comprehension  and 
study  skills  and  to  develop  a  broader  interest  in  independent  reading.  Muse  has  enriched  her  teaching  by  continued  study  in  the  field  of  developmental  education.  She  has  worked  tirelessly  with  the  state  and  national  associations 

for  developmental  education  (MADE  and  MADE)  and  has  served  those  organizations  in  a  number  of  offices  including  as  president  (MADE  1988-1989  and  WADE  1991-1992). 

The  college  received  state  and  national  recognition  each  time  Muse  brought  home  an  award  for  her  work  in  her  chosen  field.  Among  those  awards  was  the  Kellogg  Institute  Leadership  Scholarship  (1986),  which  she  used  to  train 

for  higher  levels  of  excellence  in  her  teaching.  The  college  recognized  Muse's  dedication  over  the  years  with  the  3-E  Award  for  Outstanding  Service  to  the  College  with  Emphasis  on  Excellence  and  Enrichment  (1980),  the  HCC 

Outstanding/Distinguished  Academic  Instructor  and  the  Lamplighter  Project  for  Outstanding  Faculty,  both  in  1990.  Muse,  a  life-long  admirer  of  the  HCC  Hi-Steppers,  founded  the  group's  alumni  chapter  in  1982  and  had  the 

opportunity  to  dance  with  them  in  one  of  their  early  homecoming  reunion  performances.  In  1991,  she  was  honored  with  a  Joint  Resolution  of  the  Mississippi  Legislature  commending  her  service  to  developmental  education.  That 

was  followed  up  in  1992  by  a  similar  resolution  by  the  college  Board  of  Trustees.  She  was  named  CASE  (Council  for  the  Advancement  and  Support  of  Education)  Professor  of  the  Year  in  1994;  in  1995,  she  received  the 

Association  of  Community  College  Trustees  (ACCT)  Southern  Regional  Faculty  Member  Award,  and  in  1996,  she  received  the  coveted  ACCT  William  H.  Meardy  Faculty  Member  Award. 
In  April  1996,  Muse's  teaching  became  a  focus  of  an  ethics  dispute  that  questioned  the  legitimacy  of  her  teaching  at  the  college  as  the  wife  of  the  college  president.  Her  response  was  to  retire  from  her  contract  and  resume 

teaching  without  a  paid  contract.  She  contributed  her  teaching  services  for  over  six  years  -  between  May  1996  and  August  2002,  when  the  law  was  changed  and  she  once  again  was  awarded  a  contract  to  teach. 

Throughout  her  teaching,  Muse  continued  to  be  recognized  for  her  work  in  developmental  education.  This  included  an  invitation  to  contribute  a  chapter  to  "Inspiring  Teaching:  Carnegie  Professors  of  the  Year  Speak,"  (Chapter  6  - 

Motivating  and  Mentoring:  Teaching  Developmental  Students,  Anker  Publishing  Col,  Inc.,  Bolton  MA,  1997);  the  1999  Mississippi  Senate  and  Hoose  of  Representatives  resolutions,  Commendation  for  Service  to  Developmental 

Education ";  and  the  1999  NADE  Award  for  Outstanding  Service  to  Developmental  Education.  In  2006,  she  became  the  first  recipient  nf  the  Vashti  U.  Muse  Outstanding  Developmental  Educator  Award  that  was  established  in  her 

honor  by  MADE,  and  in  2007  she  received  the  Red  Rose  Award  from  the  Tau  Chapter  of  the  Delta  Kappa  Gamma  Society  International.  Aside  from  all  the  honors  bestowed  opon  her,  Muse's  greatest  service  to  the  college  and 

the  community  has  been  her  devotion  to  her  students.  "She  not  only  helps  her  students  as  much  as  she  can  as  a  teacher  and  mentnr  while  they  are  here,  but  she  continues  to  stay  in  touch  with  them  for  years  after  they 

graduate,"  said  Jackie  Granberry,  HCC  vice  president  for  Institutional  Advancement.

The  inductees  were  chosen  for  their  college  and 

professional  sports  accomplishments. 
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WILLE  GORE  (deceased) 

18-1940,  basketball,  football  and  track 

nville  Gore  was  a  three-sport  standout  as  a  basketball,  football  and  track  star  at  Hinds  Junior  College  in  the  late  1930s.  Gore  died  in  1981  of  cancer.  Gore  was  a 

vard  on  the  men's  basketball  team,  an  end  on  the  football  team  and  a  distance  runner  on  the  Hinds  track  team.  Although  he  was  not  a  boxer  during  his  time  at  Hinds, 

e  was  later  named  Middleweight  Champion  in  the  155th  Infantry  Regiment  at  Camp  Blanding,  Fla.,  and  participated  in  the  renowned  Golden  Gloves  boxing  competition. 

942,  he  was  selected  as  the  Cadet  Battalion  Commander  in  the  Flying  Cadet  program  in  San  Angelo,  Texas,  a  title  he  held  throughout  his  entire  training  period.  He  later 

lived  his  pilot's  "Silver  Wings"  in  January  1943.  Gore  served  throughout  World  War  II  in  the  China-Burma-India  Theater  of  Operations  "flying  the  Hump,"  which  was  a 

gerous  530-mile  long  passage  over  the  peaks  of  the  Himalaya  Mountains.  After  returning  from  the  war  in  the  late  1940s,  he  became  a  starting  end  on  the  Mississippi 

ege  football  team.

Programs  offered  at  this  campus  include  Associate  Degree  Nursing,  Emergency 

Medical  Technology,  Dental  Assisting,  Medical  Laboratory  Technology,  Medical 

Records  Technology,  Physical  Therapist  Assistant  and  Practical  Nursing. 
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The  Vicksburg  Campus  is  located  on  Highway  27,  east  of 
Vicksburg.
